Mise Mary McDowell, Miss Anna Murphy, 
and the other women who manage things 
out at the University of Chicago settlement. 
4630 Gross avenue, as well as all the other 
charitable people in that neighborhood, 
know mow, if they didn’t know before, just 
how Chicago acted during the big. fire of 
1871. 

There was a blaze on Lafiin street, between 
Porty-@fth « Forty-sixth streets—the 
heart of the back of the yarde district— 
during the afternoon that ate up more than 
twenty ramehackle tenements almost at a 
gulp and chased fifty families—some 150 in- 
Gividuais in all, including the babjes—into the 
streets in the wildest kind of a panic. 

The settlement people found themselves 
called upon, all in a minute, to stem the 
stampede, soothe the scared, bandage the 
burned, and unite partéd families. 


Burning Mattress Causes Fire. 
Finally, after a whole afternoon of stren- 
uous endeavor, they fed about 100 of the 
hungry and found beds for a score of the 
homeless, and then retired for the night to 
get the rest that will be needed forthe new 
activities of today.

The fire started at à little after 2 o'clock 
and in less than an hour fourteen wooden 
dwellings on the west side of Lafiin street 
were nothing but piles of hot embers. Two 
or three other buildings were burning and 
the alr was full of flying sparks that threat- 
ened everything burnable within a half a 
mile. 


Packing Plants Make Water Shy. 

There were more than a dozen fire com- 
panies on the scene by chis time, but half 
of the engines couldn't be used because the 
supply of water in the district was being ab- 
serbed to such an extent by the adjacent 
packing plants that there was searcely any 
left in the hydrants. 

This was the same situation that ham- 
pered the fire fighters in the Morris plant 
blase and the language that Battalion Chiof 
Lacey used when he found that catastrophe 
had not taught the packing companies their 
lesson was, if anything, a little more scorch- 
ing than the heat of the blaze itself. 

And that heat was hot enough to suit the 
firemen. With half of their efficiency gone

of flames with nozzies from which the 3

ping all along the line. Five firemen sees ot 
over in one heap and had to be dragged 
out of the scorching breath of the blaze by 
their fellows. Policeman Maurice Casey 
srumpled up on the pavement while fighting 
the crowd back. A dash of cold water in 
their faces brought all these men around. 


Supposed Dead, Found Alive. 

The obvious helplessness of the firemen 
didn't have the effect of calming the people 
whose houses were being destroyed. Theair 
was as thick with tragic rumors as it was 
with smoke. It was reported that ten people 
had been burned to death. Six children were 
said to have perished in one house. 

„My baby is burning to death,” cried one 
woman. 

The firemen fighting the flames in that 
bullding took their lives in their hands and 
fairly tore it to pieces. About the time they 
had finished another woman got through the 
lines and handed the first woman her baby. 
She had carried the child out herself when 
the mother fied from the house. 

Miss Anna Andrews, a nurse connected 
with the séttlement, whose home fs Morgan 
Park, at the risk of her life rescued seven 
babies from three of the burning dwellings 
on the street east. 

The first the women at the University of 
Chicago settlement knew of the fire was 
when a boy rushed into the house bellowing:

Sees Mereury Soar to 87.4 
Degrees in Afternoon. 


MAD DOG DEVELOPS HERO. 


One man died yesterday In Chicago of the 
heat. Another was overcome while at work 
and was taken to his home in an ambulance. 

It was the hottest May 10since 1896. Start- 
ing at 6 o’clock in the morning, the meroury 
elimbed up thirty-four degrees in seven and 
one-half hours and at 1:30 in the afternoon 
had reached the maximum of 87.4 at street 
level. From 8 o'clock on it grew cooler until 
evening, when light wraps were found neces- 
sary to comfort out of doors. 

Dead Man Not Identified. 

The dead man has not been identified. He 
was picked up from a bench in Lincoln 
park and removed to Alexian Brothers’ hos- 
pital, where he died last night. He appar- 
ently wae about 70 years old and the physi- 
clans who attended him declared that heart 
disease, superinduced by the extreme heat 
of the day had caused his death. 

The other prostration was that of John G. 
Donegan, who fell unconscious while work- 
ing on a building at West Twenty-eighth 
and South Whipple streets. Donegan, who 
is 60 years old, was removed to his resi- 
dence at 5200 Lowe avenue in a police am- 
bulance.

Juarez, Mex, May 10.—[{Special.}—Fran- 
clsco IL. Madero Jr., commander of the m- 
surgent army, tonight is in full controt of 
Juares after a two days’ fight, the bloodiest 
of the Mexican revolution. 

The town is the capital of the provisions! 
government. Ite capture will be given as 
argument that the Madero force should be 
recognized by the United States and other 
countries as a belligerent and accorded the 
same treatment as the Diaz government. 

Dr. Vasquez Gomes, confidential agent of 
the revolutionists, now in EI Paso, tonight 
telegraphed his assistant in Washington to 
make representations to the war department 
for the removal of restrictions on the ship- 
ment of food and supplies to Juanes. 

Juarez also will become the base of supply 
for further campaigns by Madero. It is sup- 
posed that the first movement will be @ 
march southward toward the City of Meme 
loo. Should this plan be carried out the next 
battle probably will be between the Madero 
forces and the army of Gen. Rabago, now 
marching north from Chihuahua city. 


Loss of Life Heavy. 

The capture of Juarez was accomplished 
by heavy loss of life. A conservative esti- 
mate of physiclans as well as of insurrec!> 
leaders puts the federal dead at nearly fifty 
and the rebel loss at about fifteen, with a total 
of nearly 250 wounded on both sides. 

Among the dead were Col. Tamborel and 
Capt. Sachudo, the former the man who @ 
few days ago taunted the rebels as cowards. 

On the American side of the line five have 
been killed and seventeen wounded, many of 
them being struck while at a distance from 
the river front. 

The actual number lost in the battle prob- 
ably never will be known, as deserters were 
many and the dead have been buried quickiy. 


Gen. Navarro a.Captive. 
In a corner room of the barracks, which for 
two days he held out against the terrific fire 
of the rebels, Gen. Juan J. Navarro, the fed- 
eral commander, tonight is a captive. 

In another part of the little town is Fran- 
cisco I. Madero Jr., the conqueror, surround- 
ed by members of his family and bis stad, 
joyous, exultant, and flushed with victory, 
yet ready, he says, to make peace with the 
Mexican government if it is disposed to deal 
frankly and sincerely with the revolutionists 
and without such vague promises as Pres- 
dent Diaz’ manifesto contains.” 

In hotel lobbies, stores, and hallways, the 
improvised hospitals of the battlefield, are 
scores of wounded, attended by a bost ef 
physicians and nurses from El Paso, whe 
have volunteered medical relief. 

The floors of the Porfirio Diaz hotel, where 
thirty wounded lay tonight, are covered with 
blood and gore soaked clothing. 

“The fortunes of war.“ murmured a. 
surrecto soldier tonight as be stood with 
tears in his eyes over the body of « federal 
soldier whom he bad known for years. 

All the dead are being buried tonight. 


Surrenders to Garitaldi, 

The actual surrender of the town by Gen. 
Navarro took place at 1 o'clock today, Gen. 
Navarro giving his sword to Col. Garibaldi of 
the insurrecto army after the rebels had sur- 
rounded the barracks and threatened to anni- 
hilate the garrison. 

His eyes dimmed as he surrendered, but 
Col. Garibaldi with a handshake that bespoke 
his admiration for the brave fight the federal 
leader had made assured him of the desire 
of the rebels to afford him every courtesy. A 
score of rebel officers rode up and extended 
to the federal commander their sympathy as 
Mexicans for him and his men. 

There is the same fraternal sentiment to- 
night in the hearts of the entire insurrecto 
army for their countrymen who have been 
defeated, but everywhere are hard words of

Special Investigator Tells Leg- 
islators of the Conditions 
in Chicago, 


POINTS OUT MANY EVIIS. 
Enormous Profits Made by Rent- 
ing Houses in City for Im- 
moral Purposes. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, In., May 10.—(Special. }—Fig- 
ures respecting ‘‘ business interests behind 
Chicago vice were exhibited tonight to the 
house committee on license by George J. 
Kneeland of New York, special investigator 
for the Chicago vice commission. He spoke 
in behalf of senate bill 320, in the house, 
which has the backing of the vice commie- 
sion, and strikes at the renting of property 
for immoral purposes. . 

Mr. Kneeland had difficulty in getting a 
hearing because of an indisposition of a 
quorum to remain on the job. The outlook 
is for a hard fight to get consideration of this 
bill. 

There are 1,020 places in Chicago known 
to the police and the vice commission where

disreputable women ply their trade,” sald 
Mr. Kneeland. In connection with these 
places there are known to be 4,194 inmates, 


| all engaged in creating large values on the 


property for the benefit of owners and reel 


| estate agents, * 


During the last three years only thirty- 
six attempts have been made to prosecute 
owners or lessees of property used for im- 
moral purposes. All the cases were dis- 
missed, The law affecting such violators is 
4 dead letter. 


Enormous Profit for Owners. 

Property used for immora) purposes 
brings an exorbitant rate of interest on the 
capitel inveeted. A number of these prop- 
erties are practically worthJess for legitimate 
purposes. They are low frame structures ig. 
A state of decay. One was described as bo- 
ing unfit for a doghouse. 

A business man endeavored to buy a lot 


on which one of these houses wae erected. 


The lot has a 90 foot frontage and he offered 
the owner $400 per front foot. This owner 
said he was receiving an income on a value 
of $700 per front foot, and he would not sell 
for even that amount. 

Another business man tried to buy an- 
other lot for $350 per front foot, the legitt- 
mate price. Thagwner wanted $450 per front 
foot. Stil another business man offered 
$500 per front foot for a let, which wae its 
appraised value by an expert. The owner de 
manded $850 per front. foot. 

“ The-taxes on these properties are prac. 
tically nothing in comparison to the artificial 
values created by vice conditions. The es 
sessments are on a legitimate basis. 


Injury to Other Property. 

“ While these properties are increasing ian 
value on account of their illegal business, 
without a cent of expense on the part of the 
owner for improvements, the property of re- 
spectable citizens in the neighborhood ig de- 
creasing or at a standstill. 

“The same ratio of profit exists in renting 
houses for immorel p Houses ip 
the restricted districts if rented to réepect- 
able families would bring $30, $75, $100, and 
$150 per month; they now rent for $100, $150, 
$250, and $500 a month. One of the pro- 
prietresses has a ten year lease on a house 
at $8,000 @ year.. This house would not rent 
for more than $2,500 a year for legitimate 
purposes. 

“ Forty-four real estate agents in Chicago 
out of sixty-four who were visited offered 
to rent houses and flats for immoral purposes 
at rentals above the legitimate rate. Mos 
of these flats are in the apace fs sections 
of the city.”

Henson Objects to University of 
IIlinois Fund. 


MAKES SPEECH IN SENATE. 


Says Taxes Should Not Pay for Law or 
Medical Schools. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, Ill, May 10.—[(Special.}—-The 
passage of appropriation bills aggregating 
$8,214,000 for the University of Dlinois by the 
senate today was interrupted by Senator 
James A. Henson of Decatur, 

Mr. Henson voted for the first bill consid- 
| ered, appropriating $800,000 for the agricul- 
tural ege and agricultural experiment sta- 
tions; ahd also cast his vote for the third of 
the series, appropriating $000,000 for addi- 
tiofial bulldings. Both were passed. 

Un the second bill, that of $1,794,000 for gen- 
eral e of the university for the two 
years, he Gelivered an oration denouncing 


state education of doctors and lawyers and 


eloquently objecting to an item ot 84,000 for 


* Artistio, historic, scientific, and cabinet col- 
lections.” Then the bill was passed. 


Senator Henson said that to expend money 


and misery in Chicago would be a “ scan- 
dalous and extravagant misuse of the money 
of the people of Illinois."’ He pointed out to 
the senators there are only '’ 6,062 students 

in the university. Any public support what- 
ever for law or medical schools he opposed on 
the ground that the graduates use the infor- 
mation they obtain to impose upon the tax- 
aided them. 

“Why should we educate doctors at the 
expense of the state to enable them to extort 
money from the citizens?’ he said. There 
is a doctor In my town that refused to treat a 
woman with, both arms broken because she 
had no money. Even when a lawyer is ad- 
mitted to the bar what does he do? Does he 
attempt to repay thé state for the money ex- 
pended.on him? No. He starts out to make 
money by charging 0 feea, to 
taxpayers.” 


Objects to Outside Students. . 
The senator also objected to the number of 
students who-have come to the University of 
Illinois from all parts of the world to assist in 
consuming the state's taxes.

PEOPLE MUST SANCTION IT. 


Isley Makes Speech Against It, but It 
Is Carried by 84 to 9. 


Springfield. II., May 10—The senate 
adopted the Magill resolution which proposes 
to abolish minority representation in the 
house of representatives. It is a substitute 
for one recommended ten days ago by the 
senate committee” on constitutiog9al amend- 
ments. 

Senator Isley, a Democrat, led the fight 
against’ the resolution by declaring minority 
representation is the only check the people 
have against the political party in power. 

Those voting against the adoption of the 
resolution were Senatore Denvit, Foret, 
O’Connor, Gorman, Isley, M¢Elvain, Madi- 
gan, Tossey, and Womack.’ There were 
thirty-four affirmative votes. 


Provisions of the Resolution. 

The resolution provides that there shal? be 
submitted to voters at the next election of 
membere of the general assembly a proposi- 
tion to amend the constitution so as to pro- 
vide that three representatives shall be 
elected in each senatorial district at the gen- 
eral election in 1914 and every two years 
thereafter. Each qualified elector may cast 
one vote for each of three candidates:end 
the three candidates highest in votes shall 
be declared elected. 

The general assembly, at the time the state 
is apportioned into torial districts, may 
divide the state into | 
tricts, each of which shall elect one repre- 
semtative in the general assembly and the 
term ef office shall be two years. The popu- 
lation of the state, as ascertained by the 
federal census, shall be divided by the num- 
ber, 158, and the quotient shall be the ratio 
of representation in the 57 of — 
tatives.

The resolution came up for consideration 
on’ a special order.

House Refuses to Consider the 


Measure on Second Reading. 
JUDAH calls IT VICIOUS. 


Declares It Would Nullify the Present 
State Anti-Trust Law. 
(BY A BTAFF. CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, III., May 10.—[Special.]—The 
McLaughlin bil, recodifying the corporation 
laws as recommended by the Illinois State 
Bar associatios, received a body blow tonight. 
in the house. Representative McLaughlin 
attempted to get it considered on second 
reading, but was beaten by a vote of 88 to 69. 

The bill is substantially that which wes 
vetoed by. Gov. Deneen last year efter it had 
a stormy passage through both houses. Rep- 
resentative Judeh was most aggressive in 
opposing the bill. He admitted that he wes 
a corporation lawyer in Chicago. 

“And that is exectly the reason I know 
this bill ts something the corporations want 
and the ought not to have, he shouted. 

“ I know this bill was formulated by a com- 
mittee of the State Bar association, but I 
further know thet three of the members of 
that committee stand in the front rank of 
corporation lawyers in Chicago.” 


Chiperfield Wants to Know. 

Thereupon Representative mene an- 
grily arose. 

“If there ig an ulterior purpose in this bill,” 
he said, it the duty of the possessor of 
that information to speak here and now. 
I demand to know what mean these insinua- 
tions. I for one aseisted in the framing of 
this bill two, and four years ago at the sug- 
gestion of the secretary of state and with the 
tacit consent and suggestion of the governor 
of this state I know of nothing ulterior 
concerning ft, and I resent these intime- 
tions.“ 

Representative Judah charged that there 
are sections in the bill which destroy every 
vestige of the existing anti-trust law so that 
it gives to corporations the right to hold and 
own rea] estate and stock in other corpore- 
tions; that it validates any transaction be- 
tween corporations which may have been in- 
valid or are now invalid. 


Bill Is Declared Vicious. 

** Section 40 I consider vicious in the high- 
est degree, said Representative Judah, and 
the bill is one of the most dangerous pieces of 
legislation which confronts this general as- 
sembly. That section not only allows present 
illegal holdings of stock between corpore- 
tions, but it validates all questionable real 
estate titles, important cases of which are 
now in the cpurt. Moreover. it is virtually 
a repeal of the state anti-trust law.“ 

The debate continued for an hour, and on 
refusal of the house to suspend the rules 
for the consideration of the bill; it remains 
on the second reading calendar. 

The report is that the final effort Has not 
been made to get the bill up for considera- 
tion. . 


SENATE COMMITTEE KILLS 
DOUBLE PLATOON MEASURE. 


Bill Recommended by Chicago Fire- 
men’s Protective ‘Association Gets 
Setback in Subcommittee Report. 


Springfield, III. May 10:—The senate com. 
mittee on municipalities today killed the 
double platoon bill recommended by the 
Chicago Firemen’s Protective association. 

This action followed recommendations 
made in the subcommittee’s report, which was 
submitted to the full committee this after- 
noon, 

In substance, the bill provided for two 
twelve hour shifts instead of the present sys- 
tem of continuous service with stated hours 
and daes off. It applies only to Chicago. 

The administration forces of Chicago and 
the Chicago Helmet club, which were instru. 
mental in the bill’s defeat, opposed it because 
they believed it would be an invasion upon. 
the doctrine of “home rule.“ 

In recommending that the bill be defeated 
the subcommittee said that in its opinion 
shorter hours should be afforded Chicago 
firemen. 

In view of the fact, however,” the report 
continued, “that the «ity of Chicago is 
amply enabled, under the general “powers 
granted by the legislature, to settle the prob- 
lem presented by the bill, and the fact that 
the financial resources of the city at the 
present time are such as to preclude the 
additional burdens which would be imposed 
by the bill, the committee cannot act favor- 
ably upon the measure.” 


PASS MUNICIPAL COURT BILL. 


Members of House Vote in Favor of 
Amendments to Act Covering 
Jurists. 


Springfield, Hl., May 10.—The bill of the 
house committee on Municipal courts, carry- 
ing a revision of the Municipal court act, was 
passed by the house toda are.

Proposal.

Springfield, I., May 10,—[{ Special. I— Sen- 
ator Niels Juul obtained the passage of Rep- 

resentative William T. ApMadoc’s adult 
probation bil-house bin No. 1—through the 
senate today by a vote of $2 te B. Senator 
Denvir was the only. who spoke 
against it. It has passe@ the house. 

An appreciation of the courtesy of Senator 
Juul in asking that the house bill be passed 
rather than the adult probation measure 
which he had introduced In the senate aided 
in preventing opposition. He said he was so 
anxious to see the legisiation enacted that 
he would forego the honor of having his own 
name attached to it. 


Blames Cleland for Delay. 

We would have had this legislation years 
ago if it had not been for the extra legal ad- 
ministration of adult probation by Judge Cle- 
land at the Maxwell street goer,” said Doug- 
las Sutherland of the Civic federation, which 
has been active in pressing the bill. “It 
passed the house this time only after we had 
defeated Judge Cleland’s bill, which would 
have given to any judge the right to take the 
same liberties he took at Maxwell street.” 

The bill provides for the release upon pro- 
bation of first offemders in certain Umited 
cases when the magistrate believes the de- 
fendent will reform, and after the defendant 
has asked to be placed upon probation. . All 
crimes of violence are excluded from the Bill. 


Limit on Judge’s Power. 

Conditions which the court may impose are 
limited. The prisoner must not, while on pro- 
bation, violate any criminal law or municipal 
ordinance; nor leave the state without con- 
sent of the court. He must make a monthly 
report on his conduct and employment, and 
enter into such bond as the court may direct. 
The court may require the probationer to 
make restitution. to those injured or de- 
frauded; to contribute from his earning to 
the support of dependents, or to pay the 
costs of the proceedings, not exceeding $1 a 
month during probation. 


OLSON TALKS OF MEASURE. 


“The adult probation bil is the same 


measure which was sent to Springfield at the 
last session of the legislature by the Chicago 
Municipal court judges but falled to pass, 
Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Municipal 
court sald last night. The bill this year was 
pushed by the Civic federation. 

The act applies only to first offenders, and 
there are limitations as to the character of 
the crimes in which probation shall be al- 
lowed. Persons guilty of misdemeanors, the 
violation of city ordinances, and two or three 
of the minor felonies may be allowed to go on 


probation. 


»The courts are limited in the powers of 
enforcing the act also. The judge may sen- 
tence the offender to make restitution rather 
than to punish him. He may order the of 
fender to give a bond, but In no way may he 
interfere with the offender's rights under the 
law. That is, the offender cannot be made to 
carry flowers home to his child or-ordeted to 
perform some other such extraneous duty 
laid upon him by the court. In short, the 
paroled man is a freé agent and cannot be 
interfered with unless he oom becomes a 
lawbreaker.”’

He reiterated his 
ultimatum that slugging must cease and said 
Re would use every man on the force, if 
necessary, to handle the situation. 

The chief demanded explanations from « 
number of commanding officers as to why 
his orders concerning violence had not been 
more closely followed. He announced that 
commanders would be held responsible for 
labor trouble in their districts. 


Seek to Outwit Police. 

Importations of sluggers are said to have 
been caused by the fact that the police now 
know practically all the professional sluggers 
and gun men in Chicago. It was asserted that 
the recruits could go about the city without 
being under constant police surveillance. 

Aside from the reports regarding the impor- 
tation of sluggers nothing rumed the Indus- 
trial situation yesterday. There were no at- 
tempts at slugging or intimidation, either be- 
tween the plumbers and steamfitters or the 
machinists and elevator constructors. 

Another.conference will be held today by 
the mediation committee of the plumbers’- 
steamfitters’ unions, when probably the final 
effort will be made to settle the jurisdictional 
troubles by an arbitration pact. 


Marble Workers End Strike.

LITTLE INVALIDS-T0 PLAY 


St. Luke's Hospital Buys Proper- 
ty for Children’s Playground. 


FRESH AIR BEST TONIC, 


Directors Believe Youngsters Will 
Convalesce More Rapidly Outdoors. 


St. Luke's hospital will be the first institu- 
tion of the kind in Chicago to have a model 
children’s playground for the benefit of its 
little comvalescents. The directors of the 
hospital have arranged to purchase two lots 
which lie just south of the present site and 
have a frontage of 100 feet. 

While the main object of the hospital direc- 
tors in acquiring the new property is to pre- 
vent the erection of buildings which would 
shut off the sunlight, it is planned to utilize 
the lots for a model playground for the exclu- 
sive use of youthful invalids. The plan is the 
first attempt at anything of the kind in Chi- 


cago. 

Full details of the plan for the playground 

will not be decided upon until the return of 
Supt. Curtis. Assistant Supt. Meigs, how- 
ever, declared yesterday that the plmyground 
will be arranged and conducted to afford the 
utmost benefit to the children. At present 
little convalescents in the hospital must play 
in the wards or on the fresh air porches. 
There generally are from forty to fifty chil- 
dren in the hospital, and of this number about 
twenty would be in the convalescent category 
and able to enjoy the playgrounds. 
The purchase price of the property. ts $65,- 
000. The fifty foot lot adjoining the hospital 
was purchased from A. G. 8. Cook for $85,000, 
or $700 a front foot. The other lot of equal 
proportions was bought from the McFadden 
and Creighton estates for $30,000, or $600 a 
front foot.

statistics.

ing its consideration, the opportunity was 
insufficient for presenting a complete case 
of the importance of the law in the eyes of 
health and statistical authorities. For thie 
reason quotations from the utterances of 
state, municipal, and federa? representatives 
were compiled for the emphasis they would 
add to the case. 


Offers Chance to Illinois. 

The agitation for the standardisation of 
mortality statisti@s in every state in the 
union has been under way for a dozen years, 
and the supporters of the pending measure 
assert it offers to Ilinojs an opportunity to 
catch up with the procession. 

Chief among pleas presented in this mat- 
ter was an address of Dr. J. N. Hurty, secre- 
tary of the Indiana state board of health, at 
the meeting of the American Medical assicia- 
tion at St. Louis in the summer of 1010. 


Says Nation May Be Protected. 

In part it follows: 

“The accurate collection, tabulation, and 
analysis of records of births, still births, 
deaths, marriage’, divorces, and sickness 
may be said to constitute the bookkeeping of 
humanity. The bookkeeping of those events 
in the lives of human beings is fundamental 
to an understanding of the movements of 
mankind and is also fundamental to the 
practical application of hygiene, to secure 
higher efficiency, longer duration of life, and 
fuller measure of happiness.” 

The Chicago health department, the Chi- 
cago Medical society, the state board of 
health, and the Chicago Bar association also 
are supporting the Smejkal! bill.

Nephew of Morgan, He Was Slated to 
Become His Partner.

New York, May 10.—[Special.]—F,, Gordon 
Brown, one of the greatest all around college 
heroes Yale ever had, died here today. Brown 
Was a nephew by marriage of J. P. Morgan. 
He held an important position in the firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. and was slated for a part- 
nership. 

Brown began his career as a college athlete 
when he was 16 years old. At Groton school 
he was captain of the football team and cap- 
tain of the crew. At Yale he was guard in 
the football team for five years and four suc- 
cessive years was picked for the all-America 
football team.

DR. RHINELANDER ELECTED 
TO HIGH EPISCOPAL OFFICE. 


Cambridge Man Will Succeed Bishop 
Mackay-Smith—Increase in Salaries 
Is Voted by Convention. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 10—The clerical 
Geputies to the one hundred and twenty-sev- 
enth annual convention of the Protestant- 
Episcopal diocese of Pennsylvania today 
elected the Rev. Phillip Mercer Rhinelander 
of the faculty of the Episcopal Theological 
seminary, Cambridge, Mass., bishop coad- 
jutor of the diocese. He will assume full 
authority in twelve months’ time, when the 
resignation presented by Bishop Mackay- 
Smith becomes effective. 

The Rev. Dr. Rhinelander was chosen op 
the second ballot, receiving 108 votes, just 
he number necessary to elect. The lay 
delegates later ratified the cholce by a vote 
of 88 to 34. 

The Rev. Dr. Garland was chosen suffragan 
bishop on the first ballot for that office. He 
received 97 votes in a totalof192. Theothers 
were scattered. 

The convention decided to increase the 
salary of the bishop to $10,000 annually in 
addition to the Episcopal residence fund, the 
income from which amounts to about $1,500. 
The salary of the bishop coadjutor was fixed 
at $6,500 and that of the bishop ane at 
55,000.

Boom Interferes with Lawrence’s Plan 
to Succeed Sullivan. 


Division in the Hearst-Harrison camp was 
@isclosed yesterday when, following the re- 
turn of Thomas Carey from the east, his 
candidacy for Democratic national com- 
mitteeman to succeed Roger C. Sullivan was 
proclaimed through the city hall by George 
Heck, in the purchasing agent’s office, and 
through the county building by Edward Cum- 
mings, secretary of the county civil service 
commission. The significance in the situa- 
tion as seen by Democratic politicians was 


that the plans of Mr. Carey, a close friend 
of Mayor Harrison, brought him into con- 
flict with the ambitions of A. M. Lawrence. 
While Mayor Harrison has said nothing to 
indicate that he would not be with Mr. Law- 
rence, there was a well-outlined program 
indicating that the city executive's first en- 


deavor would be to sound the sentiment of 
his Heutenants. 


Harrison Depends on Aids. 

Should the mayor’s adherents refuse to 
follow him into the Hearst camp, pledging 
support to Mr. Lawrence for national com- 
mitteeman from Illinois and the delivery of 
the Illinois delegation to William Randolph 
Hearst for president, the mayor will be com- 
pelled to disclose the situation and report 
that he “cannot deliver.“ Then will come 
Mr. Carey’s opportunity. 

That the Bryan men on the committee of 
fifteen will not support the Hearst arrange- 
ments was confirmed by a downstate mem- 
ber of the committee. Before that body 
meets, on a date to be fixed in the coming 
fortnight, a conference of the Bryan men will 
determine whether they will resign at once 
or await official developments—meaning the 
withdrawal of Mr. Lawrence as a candidate 
for national committeeman and a pledge 
from Mr. Hearst that he will not seek Illinois 
delegates to the Democratic national con- 
vention. '

Niagara Falls, N. Y., May 10.—Fighting 
with grim determination to end her life, Mrs.

Her arms pinioned by the terrific current, 
Mrs. Hartley tried to get free from the pole,

At 
the hospital where she was taken it is said 
she cannot live. 

On the river bank were found a letter anda 
bunch of flowers. The letter read. No 
longer to be treated as a thing demented.” 


Had Been Inmate of Hospital. 

Word received later from Buffalo said that 
Mrs. Hartley was an inmate of the state 
hospital there. She had been on parole for 
several weeks and left the institution today 
to take a position in a private family. She 
had shown no signs of her mental trouble for 
three months.

J. M. WARD GOES ON STAND 


Plaintiff Denies He Was Mixed 
Up in Tricky Business in 
the Davis Case.

New York, May 10.—[Speciel.)—Judge 
Hand, who with a jury in the United States 
Cireult court is hearing John M. Ward's 
$50,000 suit for alleged defamation of char- 
acter against President Byron B. Johnson 
of the American league of baseball clubs, 
threw out today a deposition mede by R. W. 
Lardner. Lardner had made affidavit that 
Johnson had authorized an interview in which 
he called Ward, who formerly was shortstop 
and captain of the New York National league 
team, a trickster and declared he (Johnson) 
would not serve with him on the national 
commission. Lardner now will have to give 
his testimony pergonally if at all. 

Ernest Stout, a sporting reporter fora news 
association, identified an article which he said 
he had written about Ward at Johnson's re- 
quest and which he said Johnson had signed. 
John R. Pulford, manager of the news asso- 
ciation, also identified an article written by 
Stout. and said that Johnson's signature was 
attached in pencil and that it had to be inked 
over so that a photograph of it might be 
made for reproduction in the press. Pulford 
Was questioned closely about the passages 
in the article which had to do with Ward's 
services as attorney to George Davis, who 
became involved in a contract digpute with 
various baseball clubs. 


Baseball Parlance Puzzling. 

When Ward took the stand in his own be- 
half he was cross examined as to legal ad- 
vice which he had given to Davis. Judge 
Hand was puzzled by baseball parjance which 
Ward used and asked what are the Chicago 
White Sox and “ what is moant by jumping 
a contract?’ The baseball enthusiasts in 
court emiled. Among them were John A. 
Heydler, secretary of the National league, 
and Charlee Comiskey, owner of the Chicago 
American league club. 

Ward he had told Davie he had in- 
volved himself in an embarrassing situation 


and that he could not advise him morally, but that 
he ought to play with the Chitago club, rather than 
with the New York club. if he could settle his 
financial difficulties with the latter. It was Ward's 
part in the contract dispute ap counsel! for Davis. it 
is said, which led to the remarks by Johnson, com 
plained of in the present suit. 

Letters and telegrams between Ward and John 
T. Brush, president of the New York club, were 
introduced by Mr. Elkus, counsel for the defense, 
for the purpose of showing that Ward was paid by 
the New York club for representing Davis in an 
endeavor to collect money from the New York club. 

Mr, Elkus quizzed Ward about his relations with 
Davis and the New York club. It came out finally 
that Ward believed that the Chicago and New York 
clubs might have had a notion of preventing Davis 
from getting salary from the New York club by 
meatis of injunction proceedings.

Unfavorable Report of Steel 
Trust Regarding Unfilled | 
Orders the Cause. 


DEALINGS LACK VOLUME. 


Stock Exchange Operations Show 
Traders Are Not Yet Ready 
to Become Active.

INEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

New York, May 10.—[Special.)}—Trading on 
the stock exchange today was even more 
lifeless than on either of the two earlier days 
of the week, and the record presented at the 
close of the session was devoid of interesting 
features. The movements of pri present- 
ed some irregularity, but by far the larger 
number of stocks show net declines. This 
is perhaps natural in view of the fact that 
the day’s one important item of information 
directly bearing on the stock market—name- 
ly: the United States Steel corporation's 
monthly statement of unfilled orders—wag 
unfavorable. 

United States Steel, the stock most directly 
concerned, gold off ,. and the almost neg- 
ligible move in this stock clearly reflected 
the absence of trading initiative. It showed, 
too, that those upon whose operations the 
stock exchange has lately been almost en- 
tirely dependent for such meager activity as 
has been shown were content with the posi- 
tion of idleness. 


Low Unfilled Record. 


The last monthly unfilled order statement of the 
United States Steel corporation, to show a loss 
in tonnage over the previous statement was Jah- 
vary’s, which showed at the close of 1910 the unfilled 
orders decreased of 2,760,000 tons, the low record 
in the steel corporation’s history. Three subse- 
quent reports showed increases, which brought 
unfilled tonnage at March 31 up to 8,447,000 tone. 

Today's return showed a loss of 228,000 tons 
during the last month, which leaves unfilled ton- 
nage of only 108,000 tons above the showing of ' 
January. 

Earlier information was that the April orders 
of the corporation averaged about 25,000 tons 
a day and the fact that the corporation’s fur- 
naces have lately been operated at less than 68 
per cent of capacity ‘prepared the way for the 
unfavorable showing of today’s tonnage figures. 
But these served nevertheless to emphasize the 
present great slackneses in the steel trade. 

Reviewing the present position of the industry, 
particularly with reference to the current price 
situation, the Iron Age, in its weekly summary, 
says the fact is buyers are too indifferent even 
to make a serious effort to depress the market. 
All thie leaves no uncertainty regarding the pres- 
ent depression in the steel trade, but there are el- 
ements working in the tuation which, in the not 
distant future, may well bring about a change for 
the better. 


High Price for New York Bonds. 


The establishment of a new high price for New 
York City 4% per cent bonds was an incident in the 
day’s bond trading on the stock exchange. At 
the moment bonds of the highest grade are in rela- 
tively better demand than bonds in the intermediate 
class, which lately enjoyed much greater activity 
than has been displayed during the last few days. 
An inferesting feature of current transactions in 
short term investmente is the fact that this mar- 
ket has been buying back from Burope biocks of 
various corporation note issues which were placed 
on the other side during the last few months. The 
explanation lies in the fact that the present ex- 
treme ease in our money market supplies the 
market for these short term investments better 
than that which can be commanded in Europe. 

The movement here seems to be toward still 
easler rates. Offerings of funds by local institutions 
@uggest a willingness on the part of lenders to ac- 
cept even lower rates than those recently quoted. 
Money for use until next January or February was 
being offered today as low as 8%. Mort term se- 
curities, maturing at dates up to the month of De- 
cember, are being bought on a 8 per cent basis, and 
notes running until March of next year are being 
taken on a 8% per cent basis. ty 


London Settlement. 


At the beginning of the fortnightly settlement in 
London 3 per cent was charged for the carry -over 
of American securities, which compares interest- 
ingly as bearing on the relative cost of carrying 
stocks here and in London, with a prevailing rate 
of 2% per cent or less for call loans in this market. 
Renewed buying of English railway stocks for new 
account brought some improvement in those issues 
following the last month's reactions in these 
shares, which was the sequel to the sustained up- 
ward movement which they had previously enjoyed.
